A: person may learn all that is taught if the best colleges, but if he has nc t phys. 
ical ability he can accomplish but little good.~ He may have both intellectual 
and physical culture and be destitute of moral qualifications, and he becomes a 
more dangerous member of society. How much good a Tom Payne, a Rousseau, 
or a Voltaire, could have done to ameliorate the condition of their fellow-men if ff 
they had received proper mora) training ? i 

How solemn then ig the responsibility of each Christian—to use all his influ- ee 
ence to train up his children and his neighbors’ children in the fear of the Lord. 

To accomplish this great object no means have been 'so effectual as a well reen- i 
lated Sabbath school, More schools fail for the want of faithful and regular | 
teachers, than ‘from’ want of scholars. When teachers, and articularly the I 
superintendent, become remiss in their duties and absent thdiaedlres from school, ‘ [ 
the interest and regular attendance of scholars soon flags and the school dwindles : 
and dies, ' 
_ In all revivals of religion, where there are Sunday schools; the larger propor. i 
tion of converts are ever amongst the scholars, and when ey join the Church 
they make the most faithful and persevering members. The future hopés and 
triumphs of the Church, the political prospects and permanancy of free instita. 
tions, all depend upon the right moral training of the rising generation:
